Scientist  Tells  Forum  of  Peaceful  Atom  Use 


Senate  Ends  Filibuster  Fight; 
Kidnap  to  Trap  Lover- Police 

WASHINGTON,  —(UPI)— Liberal  senators  today  fore- 
saw only  a slim  chance  for  civil  rights  legislation  in  the  wake 
of  the  senate’s  refusal  to  make  a major  change  in  its  anti-filibus- 
ter  rule. 

The  foui-day  filibuster  fight  ended  last  night  when  the  sen- 
ate  approved,  72-22,  a compromise  by  Democratic  Leader  Lyn- 
" don  B.  Johnson  (Tex.)  providing 


“If  electricity  had  been  introduced  to  the 
public  through  the  electric  chair,  I wonder  how 
they  would  have  accepted  it?” 

Dr.  James  B.  Kelley,  noted  expert  on  peace- 
time use  of  atomic  energy  and  Monday’s  For- 
um speaker,  bemoaned  the  fact  that  atomic 
power  as  a new  source  of  energy  was  introduc- 
ed to  the  public  with  the  death  of  30,000 
Japanese. 

The  technical  adviser  on  atomic  energy  to 
New  York  State  explained  to  his  audience  how 
peacetime  atom  power  has  been  used  in  recent 
industrial  developments. 

He  said  that  in  just  seven  years,  industry 
is  saving  over  $1,500,000,000,  “give  or  take 
$100,000,000,”  by  use  of  raidoisotopes. 

The  first  and  most  fascinating  development 
in  the  use  of  atoms  for  peace  was  irradiation 
of  foods  so  they  can  be  preserved  for  long 
periods  of  time. 

The  process,  which  does  not  leav’e  any 
harmful  rffects  on  foods,  can  preserve  potatoes 
I up  to  six  times  their  normal  life  span. 


“This  new  method  of  keeping  agricultural 
products  safe  will  aid  shippers  in  sending  their 
products  to  foreign  lands,  increasing  American 
foreign  markets. 

Actual  use  of  this  new  method  cannot  go 
into  effect  until  it  is  approved  by  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drugs  Administration. 

Common  household  benefits  of  radio  iso- 
topes are  in  soaps,  detergents  and  cloth  tex- 
ture. 

The  gieger  counter  is  used  to  check  weak 
spots  in  material  and  find  out  how  long  the 
soap  remains  in  selected  types  of  cloth. 

The  rubber  industry  is  now  including  radio- 
active material  in  their  test  products  to  find 
out  the  amount  of  rubber  left  on  the  surface. 

Dr.  Kelley  said  that  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  beneficial  uses  of  the  new  power  source  is 
diagnosing  patients  where  use  of  X-ray  is  not 
possible. 

“This  eliminates  any  unnecessary  stabbing 
around,”  said  Dr.  Kelley.

Recently  returned  from  18  months  spent  in  Viet  Nam  is  D. 
Allen  Firmage,  Brigham  Young  University  associate  professor 
of  civil  engineering. 


Professor  Firmage  has  been  designing  and  supervising  con- 
struction of  more  than  100  bridges  in  Viet  Nam.  He  was  grant- 
ed a leave  of  absence  in  1957  to  go  to  that  country  with  a 
private  firm  from  Pennsylvania  contracted  by  the  United  States 
government  to  build  roads  and  bridges  vitally  necessary  to 
Viet  Nam  after  the  war  that  occurred  there. 


Professor  Firmage  reports  that  although  more  than  100 
bridges  have  already  been  constructed,  the  country  is  in  need 
of  about  500  more.  Local  people  were  used  in  constructing 
the  roads  and  bridges  and  training  periods  were  often  necessary 
to  teach  them  to  operate  the  equipment. 


A paper  was  given  by  Professor  Firmage  last  week  in 
Washington,  D.C.  at  the  annual  highway  board  research  meet- 
ing. He  reported  on  the  Viet  Nam  progress. 

Accompanying  him  to  Viet  Nam  were  Professor  Firmage’s 
wife  and  five  children.  They  toured  Thailand,  Singapore,  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand  and  the  South  Pacific  islands  on  the  six- 
week  trip  home  to  the  United  States. 


Professor  Firmage  is  continuing  his  teaching  at  BYU  this
